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INTRODUCTION. 


. is aner canfelſd, that the Right 
of Parliamentary Elections is the prin- 
cipal privilege, and moſt noble badge of 
the excellency, of the Engliſh Conſtitution 3 
for the Miniſters of the Executive Power are 
thereby prevented from employing ſuch

Within, three 
days after receipt of this writ, the Return 
ing Officer is to make out his precept to the 
proper Officer of the Cities and Boroughs, 
commanding them to elect their Members; 
and the ſaid Returning Officers are to proceed 
to election within eight days from receipt 

of precept, giving four days notice of ſame, 
and to return the elected together with 
the precept to the Sheriff.

II. Ogio NAL ConsFITUTION or . BOTH 
Housks oF PARLIAMENT. | 
The Parliament of Great-Britam is veſted with 'a 
legiſlative power, and makes two of the three 
eſtates of the realm. The defign of parliaments: is 
to keep up the conſtitution, ſupport the honour of the 
crown, maintain the privileges of the people, raiſe ſub- 
fidies, make laws, and redreſs grievances. Their fitting 


s appointed forty days after royal proclamation, with the 


advice of privy-council. Lord chancellor iffues writs to 
the lords ſpiritual and temporal, to appear at the time 
and place appointed ; and to the fheriffs, commanding 
them to ſummon the people to ele& as many knights, 
Citizens, and burgeſſes in their reſpective counties, as are 
to fit in the hou/e of commons; a writ is alſo directed to 
the privy-council in Scetiand, for electing 16 peers and 
45 commons: when it happens that a. burgeſs is elected 
'for two boroughs, he muſt declare to the houſe for which 
he will ſerve, that a writ may be ifſned out for a new 
election at the other place. 6 | 
As the time, ſo is the place of the parliament's fitting 
appointed by the fovereign, though it is uſually at Ye, 
miner, the lords in a large room, and the commons in a 
larger, with a communication between. At the opening of 
the ſeſſion,the King goes to thehouſe in his royal robes,the 
crown on his head, and the ſword of ſtate carried before 
him; his Maje/ty fits under a canopy on a throne, in a chair 
of ſtate; the temporal lords are in their ſcarlet robes of 
Fate, and the /pi#tual lords in their epiſcopal habit; on the 
King's right hand there is a ſeat for the Prince of Wales, 
or his heir apparent, and on his left, another fora ſecond ſon. 
At the wall on the King's right hand, the two Arche 
Jji/hops by themſelves ; on a form underneath, the biſhops 
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of London, Durham, and Winchefter ; all the other biſhops: 
according to priority of conſecration. On the King's left 
hand, fit lord Treaſurer, lord Preſident, and lord Privy: ſeal, 
above all dukes, except the royal blood. Then Dukes, 
Margutijes and Earls, according to creation. WES > nk 

Acroſs the rooms are Woolſacks, and lord Chancellor 
as Speaker, fits on the firft, with the great ſeal and mace 
before him; below are forms, firſt for the Viſcounts, and 
then the Barons according to creation, except thoſe who 
have precedence by virtue of their places. | 

The other Woolſacks, the Judges, Mafter in Chancery, 
and King's Ceunſel, fit upon, when call'd to give advice 
in point of law; the loweſt Woolſack is for the clerk of 
the crown in chancery and king's bench, and clerk of 
the parliaments. Clerk of the crown in chancery bears 
the lord high ſteward's commiſſion, and reads it on 
the trial of peers; and the clerk in king's bench reads 
indictment to, and arraigns ſuch priſoners; and he alſs 
prepares all parliamentary writs and pardons. The laſt 
keeps the records of all things paſſed in. parliament; 
this clerk has two clerks under him, who kneel behind 
the Woolſack, and write upon it. 2 

When his Majeſty is not at the houſe, the lords bow to 
the chair of ſtate; and ſs ſhould all do who enter the 
King's preſence chamber. | | 

When the King comes to Parliament, the uſher of the 
black rod is commanded to call the houſe of commons t 
attend his Majefly immediately in the houſe of peers; he is 
the King's firſt gentleman uſher, and carries a black rod 
in his hand; he fits without the bar of the houſe, and 
what peers or other perſons the houſe thinks proper to 
commit for any treſpaſs, are left to his cuſtody ; he has a 
deputy, a yeoman uſher, that waits at the door within, and 
a crier without. : e 

The Commons being come, ſtand without the bar, and 
the King commands them by the lord Chancellor, to chuſe 
one of their members for their Speaker, and to preſent 
him in a day or two; ſometimes this is done by the lord 

Chancellor only. | | 

The Commons being returned to their houſe, chuſe a 
Speaker, who ought to be a perſon of great experience 
and abilities, eſpecially in parliamentary affairs; for the 
Speaker being the ir Commoner of the land, is the mouth 
of the houſe,. and ſo neceſſary, that the commons are 
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properly 10 houſe, i. e. can do no buſineſs without him. 
| choice being made, tis a cuſtom for the party to 
decline the — þ z but he is anſwered with a full conſent 
upon his name, and · two of the principal members lead 
him to the Speaker's chair; where being ſet, er return 

to their places. 

At the day appointed for his preſentation to the King, 
is Majeſty being come, the Commons are called in. 
The new Speaker is introduced, urges his incapacity, and 

- refuſes his office; but the King not allowing it, he makes 
a ſpeech to his Majeſty, and generally concludes with 

theſe petitions, That the Commons may during their fitting, 
. have free acceſs to bis Majeſty ; That they may have free - 
dom of ſpeech in their houſe, and be free from arreſts. Theſe 
requeſts being granted, the King makes a ſpeech to both 
houſes of parliament, concerning ſuch matters as he 
thinks fit to bay before them; then he leaves both houſes 
to their private debates, and the Commons return to 
their own houſe, the mace being carried (as uſual) before 
their Speaker. |

RuLzs obſerved by CommITTaEs, 


Upon the firſt meeting of a committee in the committee= 
chamber, they chuſe a chairman among themſelves. 

The committees muſt not rave, interline, or blot the bil, 
| but muſt mark amendments on a different paper, and the 
number of the fo/io where the amendment is made, nam- 

ing particularly the place; the breviate annexed to the 
bill, muſt agree with it; every amendment is voted fingly, 
and when all are ſettled, read, and put to. the queſtion, 
whether the ſame /hall be reported to the houſe; before the 
queſtion's put, any member of committee may move to add 
to thoſe amendments, or mend any other part of the bill. 

If the amendment paſs, the chairman is to make the 
report he firſt acquaints the houſe, that he has a report 
to make from the committee, to whom ſuch a bill was 
committed; which being received by the houſe, the chair- 
man ſtanding i in his place, reads each of the amendments, 
with the coherence in the 4i//; and gives the reaſons of 
the committee for all ſuch atiendments 3 » this done, he de- 
livers the Sill and amendments to the clerk ; whereupon 
any member may ſpeak againſt all or any of the amend- 
ments, and deſire the coherence to be read, but muſt make 
all his objections at once. 

Upon any great bufineſs, like a money bill, the vont re- 
ſolves itſelf into a grand committee, called a committee of 
the whole houſe; every member may ſpeak as often as he 
thinks neceſſary, and anſwer others; the Speaker leaves 
the chair, anda chairman is cholen, who tits in the clerk's 
place, and writes the proccedings of the committee. 

- Buſineſs under confideration of this committee commonly 
requires ſeveral fittings; the chairman muſt aſk leave. to fit 
again: when the matter is debated, and it is thought fit to 
be reſolv'd in the houſe, the chairman having gone tbrough 
the bill, puts the queſtion, that the ſame be reported to the 
houſe : if the queſtion he carry*d in the affirmative, the 
$peaker is called to the chair, and the chairman reports 
what was reſolved in the com":ittee, where upon the houſe 
proceeds as a Hauſe, not as a committee. 

The lords have their committees, with this difference, 
that the judges, and others of the /ong-robe, are ſometimes

Upon the 4:ng*s demiſe, if a parliament is fitting, or in 
being, it is dle of courſe, he being the head of the 
parliament.

| Of the Privileges and Power of the Parliament. 


There are three things in England, ſaid a great Laxvyers 
{Lord Coke) the bounds of which are unknown; the prero- 
ative, the people's liberties, and the privileges of Parlia- 
ent, As for the laſt, the houſe of Lords are undoubted- 
? the hereditary councillors of the crown, and have a ju- 
icial power lodged in them by the conſtitution. They 
are the ſupreme court of judicature, and from them there: 
lies no appeal. 8 | | 
One of the principal ends of parliament being to de- 
fend the rights of the people, and redreſs grievances, the 
chief care therefore lies in the houſe of Commons; which 
js the grand inqueſt of the realm, ſummoned from all 
parts to examine and rectify public diſorders. and to pre- 
vent public delinquents; ſuch as evil counſellors, judges, 
and magiſtrates. Parliaments are a check therefore to 
dangerous deſigns, as before obſerved. | 
When the parliament fit, the commons im- 
peach, the lords are judges. The commons inform, 
preſent ard manage the evidence; and the lords 
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after trial give judgment. 'The 2&ommons have a privilege 
Þ to impeach the higheft peer in the kingdom; but the 
1 lords cannot proceed againſt a commoner, except on a 
| complaint from the commons. 3 | 
In a caſe of mi/demeanour, the lords foiritual and tempo- 
ral are judges ; if the crime be capital, the bi/hops abſent 
themſelves during trial. For by an ordinance made at 
Weſtminſter in Henry IId's reign, all clergymen are forbid 
agitare judicium ſanguinis, to meddle in any cauſes where life 
is at ſtake, on pain of being deprived of order and dignity. 
Members are free from arreſts, &c. for treaſon or felony, 
during the ſeſſion, and forty days before and after ; but 
this privilege does not extend to their ſervants; and ceaſes; 
after prorogation and diſſolution, till the prorogued par- 
nament be re- aſſembled, or a new parliament meet. It 
ceaſes upon adjournment of the houſe for above 14 days 
still they meet again. Even during the fitting of par- 
liament, the plaintiff is at liberty to proceed to judgment 
and execution. No action for debt due to the crown 
mall be impeached, ſtayed or delayed, under pretence of 
privilege of parliament. But the perſon of the debtor, 
whether commoner or peer of the realm, ſhall be free from 
arreſt or impriſonment, during the continuance of the 
privilege of parliament.

The lords ſpiritual and temporal may appoint proxies to 
vote in their ſtead ; but muſt enter them in-perſon at the 
beginning of parliament. | EE...

aliens; diffolve marriages; legitimate baſtards ; adjudge an 
infant or a minor to be of full age ; attaint a man of trea- 
ſon, either alive or after he is dead; give the moſt free 
pardons ; reſtore in blood and name, 82 and the con- 
Ju of the parliament is taken to be the conſent of every 
riton. bg 
But how great ſoever the power of king and parlia- 
ments, yet they cannot reſtrain or confine future parlia- 
ments. Sud leges poſteriores priores contrarias abrogant, 
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is a maxim in the law of parliaments ; and a cubſeques 
partiament has ſtill a power to abrogate, ſuſpend, qualify, 
explain, or make void the acts of the former, in the whole 
or any part thereof ; notwithſtanding any words or re- 
ſtraint, prohibition, or penalty in the former. |
